The explana- 
tion of his silence is suggested in ad- 
yees received by the navy department. 
today from Admiral Remey, who, tele- 
graphing from Taku on the 18th, says the 
telegraph line between that point and 
Pekin is interrupted. The cablegrain 
fem Admiral Remey contains some im- 
portant information not mentioned by 
General Chaffee. He makes the startling 
statement on Japanese authority that the 
inner city of Pekin was being bombard- 
ed by the allied forces. Admiral Remey 
says also that the dowager empress is 
detained in the inner city by Prince 
Yungedo. 

Advices received 
foreign office at Tokio, 
Japanese legation in this city, confirm 
and amplify ‘previous accounts of the 
capture of Pekin by -he allied —troops. 
Following is the text of the dispatch from 
General Chaffee: 


Che Foo. August 19.—Adjutant Gen- 
etal, Washington. Pekin. August 15.— 
We entered legation grounds at 5 o'clock 
last night with Fourteenth and light bat- 
tery. Eight wounded during dav's fight- 
ing. Ofherwise all well. CHAFFEE.” 


It will be noted that the dispatch in- 
dicates that the American troops entered 
the legation grounds at 5 o’clock on the 
evening of the 14th instant. By the 
Washington officials and by the several 
legation officials to whom it was shown 
the date of General Chaffee’s. communi- 
cation is regarded as an error ¢f tians- 
mission. It is believed that the word 
“fifteenth” should be ‘“‘sixteenth.” All 
previous advices, official nd ‘unofficial, 
have indicated that the legations were 
relieved on the evening of the isth, Wed- 
nhesday,

He is commander 
in chief’ of the Chinese imperial troops, 
and is said to have strong pro-foreign 
inclinations and sympathes. 

While no surprise was evinced at the 
Statement of Admiral Remey that the 
inner city was being bombarded, some 
concern was expressed lest the final stand 
of the Chinese troops within what they 
regarded as most sacred precincts should 
prceve a very serious affair. 

Pekin comprises practically four cities 
In extent of area it. is about 
the size of New York city. The four 
parts of it are the Chinese’ city, the Tar- 
tar city, the Imperial-city, and the For- 
bidden city. The Jast is the “inner city,” 
mentioned in Admiral Remey’s dispatch, 
and is the residence of the emperor and 
the seat of the imperial court. Nobody 
is allowed within its massive walls ex- 
cept by special permission of the em- 
peror or empress dowager. The foreign- 
ers who have ent2red its gates are com- 
paratively few in number. The imperial! 
city is occupied only by the highest Chi- 
nese officials and members and attaches 
of the imperial courts. 

Late last night the’Japanese minister, 
Mr. Takahira, received the following 
from the Japanese foreign office at Tokio: 


“The Japanese consul at Che Foo wired 
under date of August 17th to the follow- 
ing effect: ‘The foreign forces attacked

morning. The enemy obstinately resisted. 
In the‘evening the Japanese blew up the 
Chiao Yang gate and the Tung Chih gate 
of the Tartar city and succeeded in enter- 
ing. In the meantime other foreign forces 
entered the Chinese city by the Tung Pien 
ate. Detachments were sent immediate- 
y to the legations and opened 
cations. «.The* Ministers et staff were 
fovnd safe.» The Japanese loss was over

wounded, while Lieutenant Yazaki was 
killed. The Chinese loss computed at 
about 400.’ ”’ 


Sutstantially ehe informition contained 
in the above dispatch was received by 
the Associated Press vesterday direct 
ficm Tokio. It contains the explicit and 
reassuring statement that ‘‘the ministers 
and staffs were found safe.” The offi- 
cials of the Jcepanese legation are much 
gratified at the conspicuous gallantry 


displayed by the mikado’s forces during 


the advance upon Pekin, and they have 


received with unconcealed pride the con- 


geratulations not only of the officials of 


this government but also of the diplo- 
matic representatives of other countries 
at this capital.

EXPRESS PACKAGE IS ASTRAY

Bundle Containing $25,000 Cannot 
Be Located. : 

Chicago, August 19.—Somewhere  be- 
tween Chicago and Burlington, Ia., an 
express package supposed to contain $25,- 
000 is alleged to have gone astray. The 
Commercial National bank, of this city, 
sent the package to the Burlington agent 
of the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
railroad a few days ago on orders given 
from the Burlington headquarters in this 
city. The money was sent by the Adams 
Express Company. 

When the money was expressed from 
the Chicago bank it was wrapped in the 
usual way by which money is trans- 
mitted. In due course of time the Bur- 
tington agent of the ralread received a 
similar package, but it contained nothing 
but brown paper. The wrapper contain- 
ing the worthless paper was returned to 
Chicago, and the bank officials are cer- 
taim it is not the one sent out by them. 

Representatives of the corporations in- 
terested in the matter spent a busy day 
today investigating the mystery of the 
missing package and laying plans for the 
arrest of the robber—if the money was 
stolen between Chicago and Burlington.

TAKEN BACK TO ELLIS ISLAND. 


Italians Arrested by Secret Service 
Men Have Little To Say. 

New York, August 19.—Michael Guida 
and Matelo Maresca, the two Italians ar- 
rested bv secret service men on the steam- 
ship Kaiser Wilhelm IT, were ' brought 
over from Ellis island and to the barge 
office today with the rest of the detained 
immigrants. They spent the morning in 
the detention penitentiary and were taken 
back in the afternoon. The men, as far 
as appeararces went,were no more guard- 
ed than are the other persons in detention. 
They walked about ihe penitentiary, but 
had very little to say to their companions. 


SON SHOOTS HIS FATHER DEAD. 


James Burnham Is Attacked by Col- 
lins Burnham with a Knife, 
Lincoln, Neb. August 19.—James M. 
Burnham, publisher of The Wymoran, at 
Wymora, Neb., shot and killed his father, 
Captain Collins A. Burnham, at’ their 
home today. A coroner’s jury immediate- 
ly exonerated the son. Both father and 
son were prominent political workers in 
the county in which they reside. The 
killing was in self-defense. The son gave 
himself up to the officers. Tnis morn- 
ing the captain came home in a delirious 
state and made an assault upon his son. 
The father used a butcher knife, and af- 
ter getting his son in a corner, was in 
the act of plunging the knife into his 
body. When there was no other aliter- 
native the son drew a revolver and fired 
a shot which went through the father's 

heart, killing him instantly. 
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SITUATION GROWS GRAVER 


Person of the Dowager Empress Must 
Be Respected, Declare the 
Orientals, 
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VICEROYS ARE MAKING THREATS 


Mandarins Issue Proclamations Rec- 
ognizing Capture of Pekin as a 
Just Punishment of the 
Revolutionary Of- 
ficials. 


London, August 20, 4 a. m.—Rear Ad- 
miral Bruce’s report of the continuation 
of fighting in Pekin puts a more serious 
aspect on the Chinese situation than was 
generally expected here. It appears ef- 
fectually to dispose of all statements that 
the empress dowager had fled; althougyh 
circumstantial accounts of her departure 
continue to come from Shanghai. De- 
spite defeat, the Chinese are apparently 
resolved to make a desperate strugglé 
not onjy in their ancient capital, but 
also in other parts of the émpire. Chang 
Chi Tung, viceroy at Hankow, and Liu 
Kun Yi, viceroy at Nankin, according to 
advices from Shanghai, have threatened 
the consuls, saying that if the person of 
the empress dowager is respected 
they will withdraw from their present 
friendly atitude. )

The mandarins in the southern prov- 
inces, according to a dispatch to The 
Daily Express from Hang Kong, ‘have 
issued an important proclargation recog- 
nizing the capture of Pekin as a just 
punishment of reactionary officials and 
warning the people not to interfere with 
foreigners, but also pointing out that 
the sole object of the powers should be 
the punishment of the “‘boxer’” and then 
the restoration of peace, confining, how- 
ever, their operations to thg north. 

Emperor Nicholas has wired to General 
Linevitoh, commander of the Russian 
troops in the province of Pe Chi Li, con- 
gratulating him heartily upon the rapid 
capture of Pekin and bestowing upon him 
the third class order of St. George. The 
Russian emperor also thanks Vice Ad- 
miral Alexieff and the “heroic Siberian 
troops.”” General Grodokoff, Russian 
commander of the Amur government, re- 
ports to the Russian war office that Chin- 
gan pass was captured August th after 
a bloody battle, in which the Chinese 
suffered heavily, losing four or five guns. 
The Russian cavalry were in pursuit of 
the enemy. 

The principal Russian papers, notably 
The Novoe Vremya, commenting upon 
the victory at Pekin, declare that Russla 
should go no further in participating in 
common armed intervention, but should 
limit her military action to the frontier 
and the Manchurian railroad. 


FIGHTING IN STREETS OF PEKIN 


Rome Is Informed That Allies Are 
Using Artillery. 

Rome, August 19.—A dispatch from Taku 
via Che Foo, August 18, says: 

“Fighting continues in the streets of 
Pekin and the allies have bombarded the 
point that is still resisting. Prince Yung 
prevented the departure of the empress 
dowager.”’ 


France Officially Notified. 
Paris, August 19.—The French govern- 
ment has received confirmation of the fali 
of Pekin and safety of the foreign lega- 
tioners. The order of commander of the 
Legion of Honor has been bestowed upon 
M. Pichon, French minister to China. 
Today M. Delcasse, the foreign minister, 
visited M. Pichon’s mother in Paris, an- 
nounced to her the safety of her son and 

handed to her the decoration for him.

Carrollton, Ga., August 18.—(Special.)— 
accompanving likeness represents 
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Boss Reese. the son of Oscar Reese and 
a nephew of the Hon. W. C. Adamson, 
member of congress fourth district, of 
Carrollton, Ga. 

He has recently been promoted a second 
Heutenant in the Second Philippine squad- 
ron of cavalry, Colonel Butson, command- 
ing. He is now twenty years old and 
enlisted in the Second Georgia regiment 
of volunteers for the Spanish-American 
war, Colonel Oscar Brown commanding, 
in May. 1898, kis captain béing Cleveland 
Wilicoxon. He served in that regiment 
until honorably discharged in November 
of the same year. 

For efficiency he was promoted corpo- 
ral by his gallant colonel. In July, 1899, 
he re-enlisted at Fort McPherson, At- 
lanta, Ga. in the Twenty-ninth reg- 
ment of United States volunteers, Colo- 
nel Hardin commanding, and at once 
received from that officer the position of 
first sergeant'in company D, whose cap- 
tain was that grand soldier, J. M. Liddell, 
of Carrollton. Miss. The regiment, after 
being thoroughly drilled, was ordered to 
the Philippines, arriving in Manila, No- 
vember 5, 1899, and immediately went on 
the firing line and distingtished itself 
fn the engagement in which General Law- 
ton lost his life. Again, the regiment 
distinguished itself December 2th and 
27th in the battle of Mont Albon, in which 
the Filipino power, as.im army, was 
finally broken in Luzon island. In the 
latier engagement company. D.. Hy 
distinguished itself, and was the first to 
break ov the Filipino entrenchments, 
Sergeant Reese commanding one platoon 
of his company and was among the first 
to go over. He returned with his regi- 
ment to Manila April 10, 1990. On April 
19 th. following, he with his regiment, 
went south of Luzon, drove -the insur- 
gents off the island of Miranduque. This 
accomplished, they proceeded to the isle 
of Masbate and after defeating the in- 
surgents, aided by the gunboat Helena, 


occupied that island. In this last engage-- 


ment company D landed on the beach- 
from boats and alone drove the rebels 
flying from their intrenchments before 
the other companies hastening to the 
shore, arrived. 

In this charge Lieutenant Almon, 
Conyers, Ga., and Sergeant Reese 
the company. 

The officers of this regiment duly ap- 
preciated the soldier-like conduct of Ser- 
geant Reese throughout these campaigns 
and recognized the same.

After three months’ service 
was promoted sergeant, The latter part 
of the war he served at Andersonville in 
Fannin’s regiment, First confederate re- 
serves. His position was stockade ser- 
geant. He served until the close of the 
war, reaching home May 9, 1865.

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TAKE TILLMAN AT HIS WORD. 


His Name Will Be Scratched by Many 
of the Voters. 

Columbia, S. C., August 19.—(Special. )— 
Senator Tillman having invited his op- 
ponents to scratch his name in the com- 
ing election and declared that if he did 
not receive a majority he would not ac- 
cept the @ffice, the question has arisen 
whether ballots so scratched would ke 
counted. State Chairman Jones was ask- 
ed for a ruling and this evening announc- 
ed that while there were no rules of the 
primary. governing the case, common 
sense showed that one name scratched 
did not invalidate the whole ticket and 
he so held. While no concerted fight has 
been organized against the senator, *he

Western Part of the State Has Its 
Longest Dry Spell. _ 

Kansas City, Mo.,. August 19.—T wo- 
thirds of Kansas wt of the three east- 
ernmost tiers’of counties is experiencing 
one of the most severe droughts in the 
history of the state and the. general 
opinion is that the Kansas corn crop 
will be the smallest in proportion to its 
requirements for feeding that has been 
raised in many years. In 1899 it was 
225,000,000 bushels. This year’s yield was 
estimated on August 4th at 145,000,000 
bushels. Since then there has been two 
weeks of hot, dry weather and the most 
liberal estimates of well informed men 
do not exceed 100,000,000 bushels, while 
many place the crop at not over 75,000,000 
bushels. The plowing for winter wheat 
is delayed by the dry condition of the 
soil. Pastures are dry and stock water 
in many sections is scarce.

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MRS, PACKARD HAS ARRIVED 


Mother Talks with Her Danghter in 
Prison Room at Barracks, 


AFFECTING SCENE WHEN THEY MET 


Both Wept Bitterly at the Greeting 
and After an Hour’s Takk the 
Daughter Said She Would 
Go Home with Her 
Mother. 


Miss Josephine Packard has succumbed 
to the pleading of her mother, who ar- 
rived in Atlanta, yesterday morning, and 
will leave her brother-in-law, Dr. H. M. 
Wilkinson, with whom she eloped ,from 
her home in Dover ten days ago. 

She will not return to her home at 
once. It is the present plan to have her 
visit relatives in some distant city, where 
she will remain for about one year. Then 
if she is willing, she will return to her 
home. and be forgiven. 

Detective Bernard McVey, of Delaware, 
will atrive in Atlanta today with a war- 
rant for the arrest of Wilkinson, and 
upon the charge in that document the 
ran will be taken back to Dover and 
prosecuted. The charge against him can- 
not be ascertained definitely. It has, how— 
ever, to do with financial matters and 
not with Miss Josephine Packard. Wl- 
kinson has announced that he will re- 
turn to Dover with a requisition, and it 
is probable that he will leave tonight tn 
custody of Detective McVey for the place 
from which he éfped with the girl. 

The meeting between the mother and 
her daughter yesterday afternoon was af- 
fecting in the extreme. Mrs. Packard ar- 
rived in Atlanta yesterday morning at 
5:10 o'clock, accompanied by a Philadel- . 
phia newspaper man. They were assign- 
ed rooms at the Kimball house, but both 
neglected to register. 

The mother saw Miss Josephine yes- 
terday afternoon at 2:30 o’clock. Mrs. 
Packard appeared at the police barracks 
dressed entirely in black, even her hat 
being of that somber hue. A veil hid her 
features. She is apparently about thirty- 
five years of age, but must necesarily be 
older. 

She was very much agitated when she 
arrived at the police barracks. Waiting 
for her were Acting Chief of Police Jen- 
nings, Sergeant Harvey Bedford, chief of 
the detective bureau, and Police Commis- 
sioner W. O. Jones. Mrs. Packard was 
accempanted by the newspaper man from 
‘Philadelphia. 

How the Meeting Occurred. 

The meeting occurred in the corridor 
of the female detention ward. When Mrs. 
Packard reached the landing her daugh- 
ter was standing n the corridor, but not 
knowing what her recep*ion would be she 
did not advance to meet her mother. 

As the elder woman rounded the turn 
in the hallway she came face to face with 
her wayward daughter. F«@ a niment 
each stood looking into the eyes of the 
other, but only for a moment, 

‘‘Mamma, mamma,” cried the girl, and 
advancing, literally threw herself into 
the arms of her mother, weeping bitterly 
and hiding her face upon the shoulder of 
the elder woman, 

“My daughter, my daughter,”’ sobbed 
Mrs, Packard. For severa] minutes they 
stood there in the prison corridor, ming- 
ling their tears, with their arms about 
each other, 

Then, each with an arm about the oth- 
er’s waist, they walked into the room 
to which Miss Josephine had been as- 
signed. The mother sat in a low rock- 
ing chair and held out her arms to her 
daughter, who sat in her lap and alj- 
thost smothered her with kisses, while 
Mrs. Packard vainly endeavored to hold 
Miss Josephine still closer to her bosom, 

‘‘We had better leave them for a while,” 
said Acting Chief Jennings, and the men 
retired to the recorder’s courtroom, which 
adjoins the ward, and there they walted. 

Will Leave Wilkinson. 

An hour later Mrs. Packard announced 
to Acting Chief Jennings that she was 
ready to leave her daughter. She told 
the men who had waited that her daugh- 
ter had consented to leave Dr, Wilkinson 
and would go to relatives. Mrs. Packard 
stated that nothing had ever surprised 
her more than the actions of Miss Jose- 
phine. The girl, said the -mother, had 
very high ideals, had been raised by a 
religious family in a religivug community 
and had never been known fo do anything 
which could cast the slightest reproach 
upon herself or others, until her elope- 
ment with Wilkinson. 

Mrs. Packard thanked the officers for 
the attention given her daughter. 

The mother said she had often been 
chided by her daughter for speaking to 
persons whom the daughter thought to 
be on a lower plane socially than the 
Packards. Mrs. Packard returned 
to the Kimball, where she had both din- 
ner and supper. During the afternoon 
she took a drive through the city and last 
night took a short walk through the 
central! portions of the city with the Phil- . 
adelIphia newspaper man, 

The girl yesterday afternoon appetred 
in much better spirits than upon the day

FIGG AND HIS WIF : 
DANGER OF MOB VIOLENCE 


Omaha, Neb., August 19.—(Spécial.)—At 


Gretna, a straggling prairie village twen-. 
ty-five miles southwest of this city, a. 
patrol of citizens keeps mighty vigil over 


the residence of Louis Figg, the founder 


of a strange religious sect known as the | 


Figgites. 
It. is to save Figg and his wife from 


mob violence that these citizens have 
volunteered to stand guard. They work 
fin relays. These watchers are not Figg- 
ites, many of them being bitterly opposed 
to the religious teachings of the Figgs, 
but they are not so hot-headed as their 
less conservative neighbors, and their 


| purpose in standing guard is to save 


their town and county from further stig- 
ma of mob rule. | 

One night last March a masked mob 
invaded the Figg home, and dragging 
Figg and his wife from bed, bedaubed 
them with tar and feathers. At the same 
time they were warned to leave the coun- 
try at once. They refused to comply 
with the command and are still residents 
of Gretna. Much excitement prevails and 
a repetition of the tar and feather inci- 
dent is feared—or perhaps death at the 
end of a rope. 

Failing to rid the country of the Figgs 
by the tar and feather method, the ene- 
mies of the sect cast about for other 
and more effective means. Mrs. Figg 
was arrested on the charge of insanity. 
Perhaps her accusers did not really be- 
lieve her insane, but with them it was 
anything, foul or fair, to remove the 
obnoxious religious enthusiasts. After 
some delay Mrs. Figg was given a hear- 
ing before the insanity board. She was 
declared mentally unsound and an order 
was made committing her to the asylum 
Mrs. Figg appealed to the 
district court. Judge Slabaugh, of this 
city, reopened the case and gave it a 
prolonged hearing. Then he took the 
matter under advisement. He has just 
now decided that Mrs. Figg is not in- 
sane. 

This victory in the courts won by Mrs. 
Figg has greatly increased the danger 
of mob violence. Had Mrs. Figg been 
incarcerated in the asylum, the next 
movement would have been the arrest of 
her husband and then the neighborhood 
would have been freed of a couple which 
has wrought much domestic havoc. Many 
homes in Gretna have been broken up 
through their strange teachings and 
many husbands and wives have been 
estranged, 

The Figgs profess to be sanctified, and 
therefore entirely free from sin. They 
also profess to receive messages direct 
from God. Some of these messages have 
been strikingly queer. For instance, they 
have at times professed to have word 
from God to the effect that certain wo- 
men should leave their husbands and de- 
vote themselves exclusively to preaching. 
Numerous women in Gretna and through- 
out that vicinity have been convinced of 


: 


; 


the authenticity of th alleged mes- 
sages. All who left husbands were 
given shelter in the large barnlike resi- 
dence of the Figgs in the outskirts of 
Gretna. Of course, such instances cre- 
ated trouble and led up to the tar and 
feather episode of last spring. At times 
the Figgs have had as high as twenty 
women living with them. Very few men 
have been converted to the strange belief, 
which teaches that all those who are not 
professed Figgites are possessed of devils. 
Mrs. Figg exerts some strange influence 
over her subjects and they invariably do 
her bidding as readily as a well disciplined 
child minds tts mother. : 

In declaring Mrs. Figg not insesie Judge 
Slabaugh said: | 

“I do not believe from the} evidence 
that there is anything wrong with your 
mental faculties, but I do belipve that 
you are a hypnotist and that have 
been exercising that power over “your 
neighbors. You are entitled to your re- 
ligious belief, you may think what you 
please, but you should not attempt to 
force your belief upon others. Let them 
do their own thinking. There is no doubt 
in my mind that you_have wrought irre- 
parable damage in this community, yet 
the law and the evidence do not warrant 
me in committing you to an insane asy- 
lum.” 

Immediately after Judge Slabaugh’s de- 
cision rumors of mobs gained circulation 
and the volunteer guard resulted. Figg 
and his wife declare that God will pro- 
tect them and that they are not afraid 
of any mob that may be organized. They 
defy the worst: 

The Figgs have lived in and around 
Gretna for many years, but not until five 
or six years ago did fheir strange re- 
ligious theory develop. They were origi- 
nally very ardent Methodists, but were 
authorized by that church to preach. 

A few years ago Rev. Dr. Charles W. 
Savidge, of this city, was holding a re- 
vival meeting at Gretna. The Figgs were 
interested attendants. One night Mrs. 
Figg walked up to the pulpit and while 
Dr. Savidge was in the middle of his 
sermon she denounced him as a devil. A 
sensational scene enstied and the revival 
was declared off for that nighta Dr. Sav- 
idge caused the arrest of Mrs. Figg and 
she paid a fine in justice court on the 
charge of disturbing religious worship. 
The revival continued and there was no 
further disturbance, yet she continued 
to declare in private conversation that 
Dr. Savidge was the agent of the devil, 
if not a personal devil himself. Dr. Sav- 
idge is one of the most prominent divines 
in Nebraska. 

It is difficult to, forecast the outcome 
of this Figgite excitement. The self-ap- 
pointed guard camnot continue its vigils 
perpetually, the Figgs swear they will 
not move away and the more radical op- 
ponents of their strange doctrine are 
equally positive that they must go. 
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LADIES OF EDGEFIELD 
AND THEIR NOBLE WORK 


Edgefield, 8. C., August 19.—(Special.)— 
The unveiling of the confederate monu- 
ment of Wednesday morning called to- 
gether the largest crowd of people from 
all over tha county, other parts of the 
state and @iti f Georgia im close prox- 
imity that’ Edgefield has witnessed for 
many a day. From peep of day until 11:30, 
the hour for the unveiling speéch, streams 
of carriages, hack’, buggies, , wagons, 
wheels and foot passengers poured 
through the streets and lined the side- 
walks all bent in one direction—the pub- 
lie square where stands in simple majes- 
tic beauty Edgefield’s monument to her 
noble confederate dead. The procession 
formed at the 8. C. C. institute headed by 
the S. C. C. band. Next came troops of 
little whita robed children, bearing flow- 
ers. behind whom came the venerable vet- 
erans—age being led by youth—then the 
memorial association. the unvellers and 
their twenty assistants, followed by the 
Edgefield Hussars with Lieutenant Colo- 
nel S. B. Mays at their head. To the 
solemn tolling alternately of the different 
church bells and the music of the band 
the procession marched up the main 
street to the speaker’s stand, erected near 
the monument in the shade of the trees. 
The stand was beautifully draped in red 
white and blue, intertwined with vines 
and waving fronds of asparagus ferns 
over which floated gently confederate bat- 
tle flags. The ceremonies wpened with a 
prayer by the Rev. J. P. Mealing. Then 
in an appropriate address Hon. N. G. 
Evans introduced the orator of the day, 
General M. C. Butler, South Carolina’s 
veteran of two wars and whose fame 
hag floated far out over ‘the laind, and 
whose name will shine with undimmed 
luster in the pages of the nistory of.the 
war between the north and south. 

At the close of his first sentence, Miss 
Lucy Francis Dugas, granddaughter of 
the war governor of South Carolina, and 
daughter of the late Mrs. Deuschka Pick- 
ens Dugas, the “Joan of Arc’ of the 
state, whose deeds in '76 are well remem- 
beredy and Miss Mary Martin Evans, 
dauchter of the late Genera] N. G. Evans, 
also of confederate war fame, gracefully 
pulled the cords and the veil which held 
from visien the inscription upon the mon- 
ument came down, revealing the simple 
yet eloquent words “Erected by the wom- 
en of Edgefield in metiory of their con- 
federatea dead.” 

Miss Helen Sheppard placed a wreath

upon the base and the little onés decorat- 
ed the mound with their flowers. 

At the conclusion of Geueral Butler’s 
speech, which was a short, but grand 
and graphio, history of the part old Edge- 
field took in the four years’ struggle for 
what the south deémed her rignts, ex- 
Governor Sheppard, the next speaker, 
held his hearers spellbound by his bright, 
eloquent and totichifig tributes to the 
braves—those who died and those who 
lived and no less to the’ good women of 
the southland, who are perpetuating not 
only in song anti story their marvelous 
deeds, but in Imperishable granite, stone 
and pronze. 

The last. speaker was Hon. Jasper Tol- 
bert, a hale, hearty, robust, fine speci- 
men of manhood who looks to be about 
thirty-five years old, but indeed a veteran, 
was in the confederate army—went in a 
boy—came out ragged, s.iarved, bare- 
footed, licked, but a grand man. 

Governor Sheppard then presented to 
the memorial association a beautiful bat- 
the flag woven in immortelle, a gift from 
Mrs. Angeline Bacon, who was the wife 
of the late gallant Colonel Thomas Bacon, 
of the Seventh South Carolina regiment. 
Hon, A. 8. Thompkins accepted it in be- 
haif of the ladies in his usual graceful 
style, after which Hon. N, G. Evans, on 
behalf of Edgefield generally, thanked 
Mr. D. A. Tompkins, who unswerving 
energy and great assistance enabled the 
association to so soon complete the monu- 
ment, 

It is but fitting to remark that the un- 
velling of the monument took place ex- 
actly one year to the day, August 8th, 
when Mrs, Lucy Holcombe Pickens, for- 
mer president of the Memorial associa- 
tion died. Sadly pathetic wag it that this 
loved, patriotic and grand woman did 
not live to see the one great aim and 
object of her life since the war ended 
realized—the erection of the monument 
to Edgefield’s confederate dead.

Washington, August 19.—Amid_ scenes 
pf impressive solemnity, and in the pres- 
ance of the president of the United 
States, members of the cabinet, officers 
of the army and navy, the ambassadors 
and ministers from foreign countries, 
and a great concourse of people from 
civil life, the memorial services for the 
late King Humbert I of Italy were held 
at St. Matthews cathedral church at ll 
o'clock today. The announcement of the 
services was made by the Italian am- 
bassador, Baron Fava, and with the co- 
operation of the state department the 
event was given a distinctly official char- 
acter. The foreign representatives were 
in full diplomatic uniform, and there, with 
the brilliant uniforms of the _ British, 
German, Austrian and other military at- 
taches, and of the American generals and 
admirals, gave a touch of brilliant color- 
ing to the solemn pageantry. 

The church had been decorated elabor- 
ately for the occasion. Around the sanct- 

and on all sides rose a mass of 
palms and foliage plants, while the beau- 
tiful marble altar stood out from a forest 
of tall and graceful palms. Immediately 
in front of the chancel rail stood the 
eatafalque, a counterpart of that in which 
the dead monarch recently was laid to 

rest at Rome. Over it was thrown a 
heavy black palm, edged with white, and 
on top was a great garland of laurel 
and galax leaves, tied with flowing rib- 
bons of red, white and green, the colors 
of Italy. At the head and foot of the 
casket tall candelabra burned, and the 
morning sun coming through the chancel 
window fell athwart this somber memo- 
rial. A superb wreath of purple asters 


- gnd roses, sent by the British embassy, 


rested alongside the casket. 

Baron Fava, in the full uniform of his 
high diplomatic rank and wearing fhe 
gecoration conferred on him by King 


Humbert shortly before his death, stood

Among the first arrivals was the Chinese 
minister, Mr. Wu Ting Fang, in bright 
orienta] silks and scarlet turban, accom- 
panied by several members of fhis staff. 
The Spanish minister, Duke d’Arcos, in 
full diplomatic uniform, in, black and 
gold, followed soon after and was given 
a seat with the Chinese representative. 
Back of them sat the Japanese minister, 
Mr. Takahira, his handsome uniform set 
off by a green sash across his breast and 
a sweeping white plume in his chapeau. 
Germany was represented by Baron von 
Sternberg, German charge d’affaires, ac- 
companied by the German military and 
naval attaches in uniform; France by M.

“Mrs. Benjamine, of Mobile,’ Is In- 
terested in the Case. 


SHE REFUSED TO MAKE A STATEMENT 


Benjamine Is Now Under 
Guard at Her Apartments 
in Hotel.

Dr. G. W. Gardner, one of the best- 
known physicians in the city, was arrest- 
ed at hs home, 418 Whitehall, this morn- 
ing about 2 o’clock, charged with per- 
fcrming an abortion on a young lady 
who came to Atlanta last Thursday and 
registered at the Bachelor’s Domain, as 
Mrs. Benjamine, Mobile, Ala. 

The voung lady was seen at the hotel 
by Detectives Wooten and Ozburn, and at 
first refused to tell them anything about 
the affair. After consi@erable coaxing, 
however, she admitted the charge and 
stated that Dr. Gardner had performed 
the operation. ° 

Sergeant Moss was first notified of the 
affair by an old colored woman living near 
the Batchelor’s Domain. The old woman 
told the officer that Lula Carter had been 


‘employed by a young man to take the 


young lady to the hotel, and that an 
abortion had been performed. 

The sergeant detailed Detectives Oz- 
burn and Wooten on the case énd after 
one of the hardest night’s work ever 
done by the detectives, they succeeded in 
capturing all the narties implicated in 
the affair except the young man who is 
said to be responsible for the lady’s ccn- 
dition and he is not :n the city, 

After many minutes of talk, the young 
lady gave in and told the detectives all 
about the affair In the meantime the 
room which she occupied had been watch- 
ed by the detectives and the negro w0- 
man, Lula Cox, arrested and brought to 
the police station. 

Lula is the cook of the Gardner family, 
and it is also said she has been trained 
as a nurse. Her husband followed her to 
the station house and was arrested by 
the detectives.

Of course, 
we know that the element that made so 
much trouble is not representative of New 
York. The mobs were composed of hood- 
lums, roughs and toughs of every kind.”’ 

The Rev. Cuyler closed by saying he 
did not vish to stir his congregation up 
over the trouble, that there had been trou- 
ble enough. 

“We cannot fight; we are not strong 
enough; if we attempted it thcre would 
only be a period of murdering that would 
accomplish nothing. But we are citizens, 
even thotigh we are black. and there 
should be some redress in the courts for 
all we have suffered. The city should be 
responsible for the brutality which has 
been practiced upon innocent people. I 
advise that some Of our most responsible 
people get together and find out if some- 
caine cannot be accomplished in the ai- 
rection.’’ 


NOT OPPOSED TO RESERVE RULE 


President Zimmer, of Ball Players’ 
Protective Association, Talks. 
Pittsburg, Pa.. August 19.—The Dis- 
patch tomorrow will print the following: 
President Charles Zimmer, of the ball 
players protective association was seen 
last night and said it was not within the 
jurisdiction of the association to take ac-

In regard to the reports connecting the 
players’ association with the rumored 
new baseball association, Zimmer stated 
that the former had no connection what- 
ever with any effort toward another 
league and that the entire idea was to 
act in harmony with the officials.

The Post, which appears to be too 
easily fatigued by platitudes, says that 
“nothing could be more silly or disin- 
genuous than the efforts on the part of

istic feeling in this country is respon- 
‘sible for the activity of the Filipinos 
in Luzon.” Our contemporary, proba- 
bly with no intention of offending the 
writer of the coca-cola and cigarette 
editorials in The Globe-Democrat, says 
that such efforts are in the nature of 
“disreputable claptrap,”’ and it ac- 
counts for them by the statement that 
“fn every political organization there 
are always more or less mountebanks 
and blatherskites.” 

This is pretty rough talk to be ad- 
dressed to the coca-colians. We do not 
say the rebuke ig undeserved, but it is 
rather embarrassing to see such pun- 
ishment administered in broad day- 
light. The Post, however, has no com- 
punctions, It wields the lash with ready 
hand. 

After explaining that the Filipinos 
continue to fight because our dear Ger- 
man friends have been supplying them 
with modern rifles and smokeless pow- 
der, it avers that General Otis was giv- 
ing the country a song and dance when 
he declared that the Filipinos had 
been crushed.

AS TO A CRITIC WHOSE 8 AKE NOT CLEAR. 

If the editor of The Chicago Timés-Herald would follow up the record 
closely he might fing that The Constitution is not as easily molded by exi- 
gency ag are the columns of his own newspaper. 

Recently we had occasion to discuss the anti-imperialistic declarations 
of the Kansas City convention, especially as they were related to the Phil- 
ippine question. The republican press, in order to misrepresent the 
situation, put it that the qemocrats had resolved. if they obtained power, to 
abandon the islands to anarchy, having neither care for their future nor 
regard for our own obligations to the world. In that pronouncement we 
took occasion to say: ’ : ' 

As we have pointed out in these columns time and time again, it is preposter- 
ous to suppose that any sensible democrat ever entertained the idea that the 
United States could afford to shirk the responsibilities thrust upon them by tha 
fortunes of war. In matters of such large import as the occupation. of thcse 
islands by the Americans, we do not believe in accident. .The event is provi- 
dential in its nature; it means something more important than the wisest man 
can now foresee. Whatever it may mean, it certainly did not and does not 
mean ‘hat we are to turn these people over to their own untgsained and undis- 
ciplined political desires, or to become the prey of European rapacity. * * * Mr, 
Bryan has never been in favor of withdrawing our troops from the Philippines 
under fire. 

This paragraph has been seized upon hy the enemies of democracy as 
an effort to strain the Kansas City declaration, and one which Mr. Bryan 
would be forced to disavow. Among these critics is The Times-Herald, 
which thus winds up a labored effort to find a contradiction: 

The trouble with The Atlanta Constitution is that it favors expansion and is 
against free silver. It is hunting around after an excuse of some kind that it 
can present for supporting Bryan. It will not be able to find one. It should be . 
honest with itself and come out for the republican ticket. 

The obvious irrelevancy and untruthfulness of what is here asserted 
will be apparent to any reader of The Constitution, and they will fully 
understand the motive when it is copied by a certain class of newspapers 
in the south. Even if a real question of consistency were at stake, it 
would hardly be within the province of The Times-Herald to point it out. 
One of the loudest howlers against imperialistic tendencies quring the ses- 
sion of congress was Mr. Kohlsaat. During the discussion of the Porto 
Rican tariff bill he denounced both it and its promoters with a virulence 
which would have done credit to a democratic organ, and when the bill 
passed he editorially called for the defeat of every republican congressman 
who voted for it. At the time we made the assertion that when provender 
time came Mr. Kohlsaat would be found munching hay in an administra- 


tion stall—and so the result has proved. 

Nevertheless, the mistakes of Mr. Kohlsaat are matters between him- 
self and his readers, but when he enters upon a misrepresentation of the 
position of The Constitution he must be called down, The Constitution 
has from the first favored expansion, upon lines which have become tra- 
ditional in our history. Whether that expansion be political or commer- 
cial, we have abundant precedents by which to be guided. It was not until 
it became the evident purpoge of the administration, as evidenced by its 
treatment of Porto Rico, to establish a system of imperialism, that it be- 
came necessary to reassert the sound democratic doctrine by which our 
country has spread out and grown. Our system of government furnishes 
abundant play for the introduction of new states where territory and peo- 
ple are congenial. It furnishes every guarantee that those who cannot 
come within this line will have fair dealing in trade relations. It has al- 
ready established, ag in the case of the Monroe doctrine, a system by which 
people with kindred institutions may be defended. It is due to the ascen- 
dency of this democratic principle that Cuba is now undergoing that 
peaceful evolution which will end, not only in independence, but in the 
peaceful expansion of trade relations into that island. Had democratic 
councils been listened to we would today have the same story of peaceful 
co-operation between Filipinos and Americans. 

Nevertheless, it suits the purpose of republican organs to twist the 
Kansas City declaration, and to try to make it appear that Mr. Bryan, if 
elected, would order a precipitate retreat from Manila, and that The Con- 
stitution is at variance with him. As already quoted, The Constitution 

_has declared that the American republic has a duty to perform in the 
Philippines. If these people are as ignorant and ag incapable of compre- 
hension as republican spokesmen declare, the democrats will be as ready 
to recognize that situation as they can possibly be, and under no circum- 
stances will duty be overlooked. But—and here comes the, great point of 
difference—the democrats will hold up to the Filipinos the basic principles 
of American government, and according as they are able to understand and 
grasp it, the carpet-bagger must retreat! We want the Filipinos to be 
friendly allies, under the best system consistent with our institutions, and 
under no circumstances do we wanr a fixeg “colonial” class. 

Since that editorial] was written Mr. Bryan has spoken upon the sub- 
ject, and so clearly that he cannot bg misunderstood. Says he: 

There is an easy, honest, honorable solution of the Philippine question. It is 
set forth in the democratic platform 4and it is submitted with confidence to the 
American people. This plan I unreservedly indorse. If elected, I will convene 
congress in extraordinary session as soon as inaugurated and recommend an 
immediate DECLARATION OF TH® NATION’S PURPOSE, ‘first, to establisi 
a stable form of government in the Philippine islands, just as we are now 
establishing a stable form of government in Cuba; second, to give independence 
to the Filipinos just as we have promised to give independence to the Cubans: 
third, to protect the Filipinos from outside interference while they work out 
their destiny, just as we have protected the republics of Central and South 
America and are, by the Monroe doctrine, pledged to protect Cuba. 

Here we have it that we will enter upon’ the performance of a spe- 
cific quty instead of a disorderly retreat, and that even then he does not 
meditate an abandonment of them to their weakness. Mr. Bryan 


goes on to say: 

A European protectorate often results in the plundering of the ward by the 
guardiam An American protectoraie gives to the nation protected the advantage 
of our strength, without making it the victim of our greed. For three-quarters 
of a centyry the Monroe doctrine has been a shield to neighboring republics, and 
yet it has imposed no pecuntary burden upon us. After the Filipinos had aided 
us in the war against Spain, we could not honorably turn them over to their 
former n asters; we could not leave them to be the victims of the ambitious 
designs of European nations, and since we do not desire to make them a part of 
us or to hold them as subjects, we propose the only alternative, namely, to give 
them independence and guard them aga inst molestation from without. 

That this course will bring to us. greater advantages than can come 
from forcible conquest, appearg from Mr. Bryan’s further declaration that— 
It is not necessary to own people in order to trade with them. ; 

We carry on trade today with cvery part of the world, and our commerce 
has expanded more rapidly than the commerce of any European empire. We do 
not own Japan or China, but we trade with their people. We have not absorbed 
the republics of Central and South America, but we trade with them. It has not 
been necessary to have any political connection with Canada or the nations of 
Europe in order to trade with them. Trade cannot be pern:anently profitable 
unless it is voluntary. When trade is secured by force, the cost of securing it 
and reiaining it must be taken out of the profits, and the profits are never large 
enough to cover the expense. Such a system would never be défended but for 
the fact that the expense is borne by all the people, while the profits are cn- 
joyed by a‘ few. 

Of course we do not expect republican newspapers or orators to deal 
fairly with thig or with any other question. It suits them, as it 
does a certain class of democratic newspapers, to paint Mr. Bryan 
as an impracticable man who would break the continuance of 
the national progress. The people, however, understand ¢he § dif- 
ference. They know that the lash of the military officer will cut with 
just as sharp a sting later on in the states, and that the citizen who is 
ind--cerent to the preservation of his franchise will soon realize that he has 
become a serf. The prominence of the new issue is well explained by Mr. 
Bryan himself in his Lincoln speech, in which he said: :

member of the state senate, and he was 
very active in politics during one of the 
most exciting episodes in Louisiana polit- 
ical history. Hamlet brought upon him- 
self the displeasure of the negroes in the 
republican party during his term in the 
senate by going over to the Nichols gov- 
ernment and participating in the proceed- 
ings of the legislature. He was bitterly 
pursued by.the republicans for what they 
termed his desertion at this critical junc- 
ture of the party’s affairs and was forced 
to resign. . 

Hamlet moved into Ohio and afterwards 
into Maryland, and he has been very ac- 
tive in republican politics in Maryland for 
some time, being generally recognized 
over there as a white man. When Mr. 
Gary was made postmaster general, one 
of his first acts was to appoint Hamlet 
chief postoffice inspector. This is a good 
job, carrying $3,000 salary attached. Ham- 
let secured his appointment through the 
influence of Congressman Sydney Mudd, 


| one of whose most active lieutenants he 


has been. 


It developed that Hamlet did not have 
the necessary executive ability for the 
chief inspectorship and he was afterwards 
reduced to the position of inspector in the 
field. Now he has just been allowed to 
sever his connection with the department 
as result of charges that he has been is- 
suing governmental transportation free 
to a building contractor named John G. 
Harris and to a building firm in Phila- 
delphia, and receiving in return material 
for improvements on his home in Mary- 
land. Affidavits to this effect from the 
parties interested were filed nearly two 
months ago at the postoffice department, 
an investigation was made, and it was 
decided to remove Hamlet. Harris tells 


‘a story which shows that Hamlet worked 


the government for practically everything 
he needed in the comstruction of his 
house. Harris himself was given a post- 
office inspector’s railroad pass and ap in- 
spector’s star, and on this was able to 
ride wherever he chose on the railroad. 
He swears that hardware and other ma- 
terials for the house were shipped by 
express in small packages under a gov- 
errment frank and the lumber firms 
in Philadelphia were to be paid for the 
lumber they sent Hamlet in government 
transportation.

There is no need of thier talk- 
ing religion to me, for it does not interest 
me a particle Honor comes before reli- 
gion with me and takes the place of it. 

*‘Dear, you and I are perfectly honora- 
ble in what we are going to do. I am 
sure providence means it to be as we 
have planned, as We are perfectly con- 
genial to each other, and our love could 
not be deeper, and, when we are so in 
love ami do not care for any One else, 
isn’t it proper that we should live with 
each other and in peace and love?

Much of Yesterday’s Services Was 
Devoted to Foreign Missions. 


ENTHUSIASTIC. REVIVAL IM PROGRESS 


This Week Dr. Wong, a Chinaman, 
Will Lecture in Native Costume 
on the Flowery Kingdom, 


Yesterday was a day of grace and en- 
thusiasm at the great Christian and mis- 
Sionary alliance campmeeting at! Pied- 
mont park. The attendance was large 
and the character of the service was 
more interesting perhaps than on any 
day since the revival began. The day 
services were largely devoted to missions, 
some of the most distinguished mission- 
ary workers of the organization address 
ing the assemblage on that line of Chris- 
tian endeavor. The night service was 
of the old-time evangelistic order, and 
many in the congregation were spiritual- 
ly moved by the power of the word. 

The sunrise devotional service was at- 
tended by nearly all of the campers at 
the park. 

At 9 o'clock a service ‘of praise and 
testimony meeting was conducted by 
James M. Kirk, of the Ohio quartet. 
Many members of the congregation testi- 
fied for Christ and the singing was espe- 
Clally affecting. 

The regular morning -service at 10:30 
o'clock was opened by a beautiful choral 
exercise, during which Professor Charley 
Tiliman sang a solo. The Ohio quartet 
took a prominent part. 

A rousing mission sermon by Rey. D. W. 
LeLacheur, the traveling superyisor of 
the alliance’s extensive mission work, 
was a notable feature of the day. There 
are over 300 missionaries working in the 
various foreign fields under the auspices 
of the organization, and these Mr. Le- 
Lacheur visits in the course of the two 
or three years that he is usually abroad. 
He expects to leave for China in a fort- 
night’ to take up the broken thread of 
missionary work there, if conditions con- 
tinue to be promising for the early ces- 
sation of hostilities. , 

Mr. LeLacheur has given most of a 
-long Mfe to the spread of the gospel 
among the heathen and many of the ex- 
periences which he relates are of absorb- 
ing interest. He fs one of the very few 
Caucasians who have crossed the Tibet- 
an frontier and returned unharmed. He 
was given a passport into this dread land 
of superstitious barbarity by a lama, or 
priest of the native Buddhists, whom he 
had befriended. and for two years has 
seen a mission flourish there as a re @:lt 
of his gospel pioneering, Mr. LeLacheur 
thinks that even Tibet will be opened up 
to missions throughout the vast length 
and breadth of her borders after the 
vexed situation in the east is settled. It 
is said that no white man has ever vis- 
ited the capital and chief city, Lassa, and 
escaped with his life. _The place is the 
seat of the bloodiest’ theocracy that 
probably ever existed: ’: 

At the afternoon session; which began 
at 2 o'clock, W: E. Blackstone, of Chi- 
cago, spoke interestingly for an hour on 
“The Unoccupied Mission Welds of the 
World.” Perhaps there is no better post- 
ed authority anywhere. on this subject 
than Mr. Blackstone. He has not only 
made it a life study from books and in 
church channels, but has traveled over 
much of the globe in pursuit of mission 
knowledge. The maps which he uses to 
illustrate his mission lectures cost in the 
neighborhood of $1,000, that of Asia alone 
having cost $250. Yesterday’s address by 
Mr. Blackstone was the most. valuable 
missionary talk heard in Atlanta ‘for a 
long time. 

Mrs. Todd, with seven years’ experience 
in south Ching, narrated some of her 
experiences among the Celestials and 
explained the great needs of that field. 
She is a ready talker and a lady of 
much earnestiness and intelligence. 

In connection with the missionary feat- 
ure of the service 1¢ was announced that 
today or tomorrow @r. Wong, a distin- 
guished Chinese physician and philoso- 
pher, is .expected to arrive from New 
York in company with Dr. Woodbury, 
the eminent’ missionary through whose 
instrumentality he was converted, and 
that he will deliver several addresses at 
the campmeeting in his gorgeous native 
costumes. Dr. Wong is a mandarin of 
high rank. 

At 4 o’olock Dr, Marsh, of England, de- 
livered an eloquent and convincing ad- 
dress on the plan and scope of the Chris- 
tian and missionary alliance work and 
told of the progress being made in his 
own country. 

At 5 o’clock the leading workers of the 
organization assembled at the Grady 
monument and conductéd a spirited ser- 
vice of song, prayer and testimony. The 
at'tendance was large and much interest 
was manifested. 

The revival service in the auditorium 
at night was participated in by nearly a 
score of people, including the most active 
men in the alliance. The singing was a 
much enjoyed feature, particularly the 
part taken by the famous Ohio quartet.

THE PASSING THRONG, 


A London reporter has extracted a most 
remarkable interview from a prominent 
Chinese merchant in London, who ac- 
knowledges that. for many years he has 
been a@ member of the boxers’ 
secret society. This intelligent Chinaman 
not only defends the boxers, but 
draws a delightfully cynical compari- 
son between western civilization and the 
civilization of China. 

This interview is probably the first one 
ever printed dealing with the present 
disturbance in China from a boxer’s view- 
point. The distinctly oriental comment 
on railways that ‘‘fly from place to place 
at a speed which has neither necessity 
nor charm,” will appeal to many who are 
not in sympathy with the mad rush of 
life in the occident. Some of the more 
interesting portions of the interview are 


quoted: 

“You English,” he observed, speaking 
our language with remarkable fluency, 
“only look at Chinese matters from your 
own point of view. Oh, if you could only 
look at them from ours! Western civili- 
zation is to us a mere mushroom, It is 
a thing of yesterday. Chinese civilization 
is @ .:'mbered thousands of years old. 
We consider wurselvés ‘at least 2,000 
years ahead of you. 

“There was a time when we had , like 
you, our ‘struggle for life,’ our race for 
wealth, our ambition for power, pur 
haste and hurry and worry. We, too, had 
our clever inventions—gunpowder, print- 
ing and the rest—be we nave lived long 
enough to find out how essentially un- 
necessary all these things are. We have 
also had our period of doubt, fanaticism 
and dissension in matters of religion. We 
have had our martyrs, our reformations, 
our non-conformists, our intolerance, and 
finally our toleration. Yes, thousands of 
years ago. 

‘'We believe in making the best of this 
life, which is the only one we know any- 
thing about for certain. That Is the Be 
All and End All of Chinese philosophy. 
All through China you will find the same 
level, uniform spirit of content. You may 
think ‘we live lives of ignorance and 
squalor and idleness, but 1 assure you it 
is not so. We are as well off as we want 
to be, and no man can improve on that. 

“Now, these being our circumstances, 
you of the Western world come to us 
with what you call new ideas. You bring 
us your religion, an infant or ntneteen 
hundred years. You invite us to build 
railways so that we may fly from place 
to place at a speed which for us has 
neither necessity nor charm. You want 
ys to build mills and factories so as to de- 
base our beautiful) arts and crafts, and 
produce tawdry finery in place of the 
beautiful textures and hues which we 
have evolved after ages of experiment.

NAMELESS GENTLEWOMAN 
DIES AT CRITTENTON HOME 


A nameless young gentlewoman died 
yesterday at noon at the Florence Crit- 
tenton home. She will be buried today 
in. the potter’s field. She had waited 
for death with arid, thirsting eyos and 
wholly unafraid. 

The tragedy of her short life will never 
be spread out for the delectation of the 
morbid curious. With the inherent pride 
of birth, she kept her identity, and the 
details of her wretched past a _ secret 
from those who had so tenderly cared 
for her during her last weeks of life. 

Upon these seemingly slender, yet basic 
facts. it is easy to read the painful stcry 
of a woman’s waisted life. One must 
admire the splendid stoicism, and superb 
pride of family name that made this 
frail girl of gentle birth keep her se- 
cret. when with all the strength of her 
woman’s nature, she longed for thcse 
who were dear to her before she made 
the mistep for which an immutable icw 
decrees that no woman, having made it, 
shall be pardoned. 

About six weeks ago the girl who died 
yesterday came to Atlanta. she was 
in the last stages of rapid consumption. 


| She was a blonde of the fairest type and 
apparently about twenty years old. Her 
carriage, pale, finely chisled patrician 
face. low. well modulated voice and the 
exquisite neatness of her person end dress 
bespoke a woman of good breeding and 
gentle birth. She was unusually tall, 
nearly six feet, and strikingly bezutiful. 

She applied at several hospitals and 
sanitariums for treatment, but was re- 
fused admission. Finally she was taken 
by the ladies tn charge of the Florence 
Crittenton home. She declined to give 
any details of her personal history or 
her name, and through pride, and scorn 
of petty deception foreborg gtving an 
assumed name. 

About three weeks ago she hecame 
suddenly worse, and declined stead!ly, 
with but a few feeble and intermittent 
rallies until she died yesterday.

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|Ods to apply that power for the desired 
result. 

“Suffer the little children to come un- 
to me and forbid them not,”” has come 
ringing down the centuries from the lips 
of Christ. Its essence was in the Old 
Testement religion. The wonderful solid- 
arity and persistence of the Hebrew peo- 
ple are due to their training of their chil- 
dren. in the precepts of their religion. 
} They trained them by definite methods 
for definite results. Each generation was 
bern not only into a family, but into 
Hebrew environments. Hebrew methods 
and Hebrew solidiarity of life. The He- 
brew church and state grew, not by con- 
quest, not by conversion from without, 
but by the steady and complete conquest 
of each generation of children. 

The Christian church ig broader in its 
alms and work than was the Hebrew 
church; but there is no reason why it 
should be weaker. 
in every respect. The Christian church 
is missionary in every fiber: but this is no 
reason why it shouid treat its own ter- 
ritory as missionary ground, and each 
generation within it as a new generation 
of little heathen to develop in savagery 
until they can be won to Christianity by 
rissionary methods. There is a house- 
hold conversion 2s. well as individual 
conversion. ‘The church {fs but the larger 
household, and a church of converted 
households should expect and plan to 
hold its own. It should be so organized 
as to insure the perpetuity of its new lHfe 
in all its families, as a matter of course. 


The Common Philosophy. 

Infant baptism recognized and prac- 
ticed by most churches gets its meaning 
in such expectation and planning. But 
I fear the philosophy of church life and 
work which generally obtains in the 
churches of today ‘s not ‘n accord with 
this inherited practice. This common 
philosophy ts individualistic. Each per- 
son, from birth to death, is a unit com- 
plete in itself. The babe is complete in it- 
self and must await the time of full un- 
derstanding and conscious responsibil- 
ity before it can take its life positions. It 
is born a sinner and must develop in sin 
until years of full responsibility come, 
when conversion may take place. For- 
tunately mother-love often ani father- 
love sometimes reject this philosophy. 
The good Baptist mother prays and works 
for the conversion of her six-year-old 
child. The great Baptist Spurgeon was a 
strenuous advocate of child conversion 
and child church membership. .He de- 
clared that he often lost from the flock 
these who were converted in their years 
of full responsibility, but never one con- 
verted in childhood. 


The True Unit. 

Slowly but surely the Christian mind 
is correcting the false philosophy and is 
adopting one more in accord with scrip- 
tural and experimental standards. 

The true unit within the « .urch is not 
the individual, but the family. The 
church itself is the larger unit within 
which the single family finds its larger 
completeness. The character «f the indi- 
vidual is normally formed and established 
within the family before the years of full 
responsibility. If that formation be evil 
or untrue to the divine constitution of 
the nature of man, the. individual, 
through personal choice, acceptance of 
Christ and the power of the Holy Spirit 
may break away and become a new cre- 
ation in Christ Jesus. This is the mis- 
sionary process. It is the same as that 
by which Christianity first enters the 
life of a people, It is not normal, but, 
thanks be to God, it is possible. 


The Missionary Commission. 


The church should never neglect its 
missionary commission. It should always 
be pushing on its missionary conquests 
to the ends of the earth. No massacres 
by the unspeakable Turks nor by thé fa- 
natical and frenzied Chinese should or 
will be allowed. to check its onward 
course, If it fails to hold its own in 
any church, neighborhood or nation, it 
should seek to ret'rieve itself a1)! regain 
its loss by revival effort or by any effort 
that will accomplish the result. 


The Church Should Hold Its Own, 


But it is the business of the church 
to hold its own wherever it once makes 
a conquest. I would have it so sure of 
holding its own, so sure that it is God's 
will that it should do so, and that He 
has made provision for it, that it would 
eagerly lay its bantismal bands upon the 
head of every child born into a Christian 
home, and with a mighty faith, say: 
“IT baptise thee into the name of the 
Father and of the Son and of the Holy 
Spirit.”” Then I would have it set at 
work the spiritual agencies and energies 
that would insure the birth of spiritual 
character and hold within its fold for- 
ever, militant on earth, triumphant in 
heaven, all of its own. 


Other Little Ones. 


While I would have the chureh see to 
it with all faith and effort that’ not one 
of itg own lit'tle ones should perish, I 
would have it remember also that it is 
not God’s will that other little ones 
should perish. 

The church struggles by missionary 
methods to get within heathen lands. It 
must struggle then for adult converts 
and put forth vast efforts for meager 
apparent results. The number of such 
converts must be small after years of 
work, and the quality hunt, as a whole, 
be unsatisfactory. What the church is 
really struggling for, or should be, is to 
get at childhood in a heathen land. Its 
first mission and its never failing mission 
is to children. Some day its foreign mis- 
sions will be closed for want of heathen 
people. Some later day its home mis- 
sions will cease because the church will 
be thoroughly established everywhere. 
But its mission’ to childhood will never 
end until children cease to be born. 

Into Its Evangelical Arms. 

It must receive with its evangélical 
arms the babes of each generation. It 
must minister the living spirit of God to 
each little soul, feed the new soul with 
the milk of ifie word, and in due time 
with the strong meat, until it shall be 
able to go forth to its life work and 
experiences in the might of God. It 
should never forget that the Master said: 
“Ye must be born again.’’ But as the 
family provides the conditions of the 
first birth, so the church, the larger fam- 
ily, should provide {ie conditions of the 
second, the birth from above. As the 
first birth comes before the day of re- 
membered consciousness, so the second 
may come, and should. In saying this l 
know I am laying the ax at the root 
of a wide range of modern church ideas 
and methods. But I do it deliberately 
after years of careful consideration. If Il 
could sound a voice throughout Christen- 
dom and gain a careful hearing for but 
one message, it shoul@ be this: “O 
church of the living God, cease to confine 
your efforts to the edges of the vast en- 
terprise of applying redemption to a lost 
world. Come to the heart of the matter, 
and work from the center out. Your first 
work, your unceasing work, your might- 
iest work, is for children. All else is pre- 
liminary, partial and transient. This is 
final, complete, permanent.”’ 

The Modern Sunday School. 

Slowly but surely modern Sunday 


school effort is leading the church to 
recognize its chief mission. The work is 
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sible, directed, and inspired in the world. 
Its indirect educational work is better 
than its direct. But something better is 
coming. 

The best thing about the Sunday school 
of today is the great amount of love it 
has called forth and applied. No cause ts 
dearer to the heart of the church today 
than the Sunday school cause. 


The Inadequate System. 


But how far short of the work that 
needs to be done does the very ideal 
of Sunday school work, so far, fall? How 
inadequate is its system. How unscien- 
tifle are its methods. The public schools, 
colleges and professional schools are 
leading their students by definite routes 
and well planned steps toward personal 
culture, power and skill. No sentimental 
idea of uniformity keeps the little tot of 
six in her kindergarten and the big 
brother of twenty in his university on 
the same lessons! Yet foolish sentiment 
is doing this in the school of the church. 
Primary ¢hildren in the Sunday school 
are given lessons they can no more com- 
prehend than they can solve the prob- 
lems of higher mathematics, or master 
the intricacies of difficult sciences. 

The Matter Made Worse. 

To make the matter worse, a learned 
committee spends years of thought and 
study to plan new series of lessons. If 
perchance some ingenius teacher succeeds 
in finding how to break off a few crumbs 
for her class after searching carefully 
and long, the new series evolved by this 
learned committee will never permit her 
to pass that way again! Is it any won- 
der that success in Sunday school teach- 
ing thas come to mean, not how much 
the teacher gets out of the lesson for her 
boys or girls, but how much she is able 
to get of ‘something else to hang on any 
peg she may find in the assigned lesson, 
or how much of supplementary work she 
introduces to crowd out the unsuitable 
lesson. I am speaking now of common 
experience Christendom over. Teachers 
are discouraged in their efforts. Some of 
the brightest are giving up. The trained 
educationalists in the church are found 
less and less in the Sunday school work. 
They cannot violate their every educa- 
tional instinct and principle. Occasionally 
they ask for something better. But 
there is the denominational publishing 
house! It must be supported. Its Sun- 
day school supplies afford a great profit 
to the denomination. Bishops, or elders, 
or boards, or somebody of influence whips 
them into line, or drives them into in- 
activity. Oh the pity of it all! With 
such a field, with such a body of work- 
ers not only giving their services, but 
paying for their own helps even, what 
could not be accomplished, if they had a 
well-wrought and practical system? 

Why Not a Better System? 


Why should not our international Sun- 
day school committee lay out a course of 
lessons adapted to all ages up to man- 
hood and womanhood? Why not keep 
this as a permanent course, making no 
changes except to improve it? Then why 
not let the publishing houses set the 
great amount of talent now preparing 
lesson helps to preparing helps on the 
grades of these courses? Year by year 
improvement would come. Past mistakes 
would be corrected and nearer and nearer 
to the ideal would all come. Special 
courses for adults could be prepared from 
year to year. The uniformity idea would 
not be lost, only made sensible. Each 
course would be a uniform course. The 
grades would be uniform. But  Iittle 
Fannie would not be struggling with a 
lesson in calculus with her big college 
brother John—the same lesson only emas- 
culated and made extra dry for her, te 
enable people to say ‘‘How lovely to see 
them studying together; and mother and 
grandmother, and father and grandfa- 
ther, too.”’ 

Better days than these are coming. 
Some of the Sunday schools of the world 
have already come upon better days. They 
cannot find the ideal, but they have found 
something so much better than they had 
before that they rejoice. 

Our Attempt for Better Things. 

Here in this church we are working on 
the problem of the instruction of the 
young along logical and biblical lines. 
We have dropped the sentimental idea for 
the scientific and practical. We have not 
yet attained, but one thing we are doing: 
Leaving the things that are behind, we 
are pressing toward an ideal. What aro 
we trying to do? 

We are laying out a definite and perma- 
nent course of study. We are seeking to 
adapt it to the ages and development 
of the children. We are seeking to bring 
into it each year all that should be taught 
by the church to children of that age. We 
are seeking to get beneath the conven- 
tional to the real; beneath the merely 
pretty, to the really beautiful; beneath 
the sentimental to strength and gran- 
deur. And, let me say for superintendents 
and teachers, they are doing it. Slowly, 
definitely and surely they are laying a 
foundation of scriptural knowledge whose 
superstructure will, one day, tower heav- 
en-high, a thing of beauty and a joy for- 
ever. But I turn to another phase of 
my subjeat. : 

Spiritual Truth Adapted to Spiritual 
Periods. 


Instruction alone, even though it be in 
the scriptures and according to the best 
educational principles, from an Iintellect- 
ual point of view, cannot produce all the 
results the church is appointed to produce 
in the young. All might, conceivably, be 
given, and yet a child perish—in the sense 
of the text. There is an adaptation of in- 
struction not only to mental growth and 
needs, but to spiritual development, as 
well. Somehow the idea is widely held 
that spiritual things are on a dead level 
and without any special laws. The body 
and the mind develop. The best educator 
fits his work nicely to the periods of the 
child’s mind. But when it comes to the 
spiritual life, the child is expected to re- 
spond to the same truths as does the 
adult. It is recognized that these truths 
must be presented in simpler intellectual 
forms, in shorter words, briefer sentences 
and smaller doses, but they must be the 
same in kind. 

The child’s soul develops slower than 
his mind. The development of the mind 
follows hard after the body, the soul at a 
longer interval. The soul develops for 
eternity, and it can afford slow growth. 
This soul growth needs to be taken into 
account in teaching the child spiritual 
truth for character development. Fortu- 
nately, love is for all ages, from infancy 
to old age. A teachers love makes its 
constant impression, even if other meth- 
ods are wrong. But love ought to be re- 
enforced by right methods and by an un- 
derstanding of child nature and child 
possibilities. 

The Age for Conversion. 


Jesus was formally acknowledged as a 
child of the church when He was taken 
at twelve years of age to the temple. Ev- 
ery Jewish boy at that age had a right to 
be thus presented and to become thence- 
forward a “‘son of the law.’’- This was no 
chance age. It was the age of natural 
culmination of the growth of the Hebrew 
child hitherto, and the beginning of a new 
phase of bodily, mental and spiritual life. 
Under our American condition, with our 
Anglo-Saxon blood, the culmination for 
the boy, at least, comes sughtly later. But 
from twelve to fourteen is the natural 
time for the culmination of all the spir- 
itual work thus far done for the child and 
of his growing spiritual experience. Now 
is the time for conscience, deliberate and 
final acceptance of Christ as a personal 
Master and Savior. It is the natural time, 
also, for uniting with the church. What- 
ever there may have been before of the 
spiritual, you may expect now a deeper 
realization of Christ as a life force. A few 
years later another period of intellectual 
and spiritual ferment will come. If the 
decision called conversion has then taken 
‘place, now is the time to deepen the snir- 
itual conceptions and experience, If the 
decision has not been fully confirmed and 
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for result. Pass this time and the proba- 
bility ever lessens for the spiritual quick- 
ening that every soul needs, 

Work for Original Thinkers. 

I am not affirming that every teacher 
should be such an expert student of 
pschology and pedagogy as to be able to 
think out these things for himself. Only 
a small fraction of our successful public 
teachers are able to do the original think- 
ing necessary for the correllation of stu- 
dies even. One Froébel, Pestalozzi or Her- 
bart can think along original lines and 
mark out the pathway, while 10,000 lesser 
minds can follow in his footsteps, see the 
reasons for each step, and apply the prin- 
ciples in actual work. The church must 
have tts Froebels, Pestalozzis and Her- 
barts—it has them in Dr. Hall, of Worces- 
ter, and in other investigators of child na- 
ture and nurture. She has also the prin- 
ciples of all educators to draw upon. If 
her teachers will realize that spiritual 
character building ts the finest of all arts, 
based upon the finest of all sciences, and 
will seek by all means to learn the art, as 
they can, a new era Will soon dawn in the 
church and upon earth. 

It is not the wilt of God that a child of 
the church: shoulé perish. It should be 
the will of thé church settled into 4 
mighty, unconquerable faith, that lo 
such child shall perish. It is to this ideal 
that we are humbly working in this 
church. In our development of depart- 
ments, we are seeking to send into ‘and 
through the growing character of every 
child the fibers of eterna] truth, love and 
life, 

Work for the Unchurched. 


I have no time to do more than suggest 
the side of my subject relating to the un- 
Christian and unchurched. It is almost 
the only practical and efficient method to 
reach unchurched homes to do so through 
the children. Scarcely a child in any 
community is beyond the reach of wise, 
loving, persistent effort to bring it into the 
Sunday school. Then if the church will 
do its full work; if, !n its Sunday school 
it will interest, fascinate, instruct and 
uplift; if it will workin accord with mind 
and soul laws: if it will stand with the 
open arms of its Young People’s Society 
to lead on and develop; if it will keep its 
membership open to childhood with its 
childhood experiences, with an wuncon- 
querable faith to hold on through all the 
phases of youth, through which its every 
deacon «nd deaconess, its pastor and 
every sedate member has gone—if all this 
is found in a living, praying, working, 
warm-hearted church, then the kingdom 
of God will come with power. 

The Apostles Rebuked. 

The apostles once thought the work 
of their Master too large to permit Him 
to be bothered with chfldren. With eye 
flashing with indignation and with voice 
stern with condemnation he rebuked them, 
and commanded that rio child should ever 
be kept from His presence and blessing. 


To Final Victory. 


The church has great enterprises com- 
mitted to its care. . It jis to fill human 
society with sweetness, human govern- 
ments with righteousness and justice; to 
banish all evil from the face of the earth 
and to fill its place with all possible good. 
But back of all and in al in producing 
these grand results, its mission of missions 
is to the little ones of the earth, that not 
one of them may perish. When it succeeds 
here, it succeeds in all, If it fails here, all 
other successes will be scarcely above 
failure. It is not the will of your heaven- 
ly father that one of these little onec 
shall perish. See to it, O church, that His 
will shall be thine in mighty effort. Do 
‘thy work for childhood, and scon the 
kingdoms of the earth shall become the 
kingdom of our Lord and His Christ.

ie AT TRINITY. : 


Dr. J. W. Quillian preached an able ser- 
mon to a splendid congregation at Trinity 
church yesterday morning. His words 
were heard with the closest attention. 
Dr. Quillian took for a text: 

“From that time many of His disciples 
went back and walked no more with 
Him; then said Jesus unto the twelve, 
‘Will ye also go away?’ ’’—John, vi, 6, 7. 

‘He said, In part: 

‘Discipleship of Christ is a voluntary 
thing. Men come to Him at will, and 
men can leave Him at will. This was 
the ‘method of Jesus in the beginnine and 
it remains His method to the end. He 
stands forth before the people, proclaims 
His doctrine, and proves His claim, and 
leaves men to make their choice. His 
presence and works draw many to Him, 
but they are not all animated by the same 
motives. 

“Some think their temporal condition 
will be improved, and they come seeking 
the loaves and fishes. Their view is sen- 
sual and their motives are carnal, and 
they seek the bread and meat. Others 
think by being with Christ they will have 
better chance to gratify a selfish ambi- 
tion. A new kingdom means a new order 
of things, and maybe they may come to 
prominence in the new order when they 
fail under the old regime. 

“Others interpret aright the doctrine and 
teaching of Christ, and come because they 
recognize to be the bread come down from 
heaven, and seek that they may feed 
their souls and be satisfied. 

“But notice that it is well pleasing to 
Him for men to come to Him from what- 
ever motive, hoping that as they know 
more of Him, their desires concerning 
Him will change. 

‘True discipleship is more than walk- 
ing with Christ or holding office amonz 
His disciples. It is understanding His 
doctrine, interpreting aright His works, 
and learning His lessons by putting them 
into daily praticey It is imbibing His 
spirit and giving ohe’s self to His works 
by reproducing them as nearly as possible. 

‘There always comes a testing time for 
each disciple; when his time character is 
wealed and the purpose of discipleship is 
made manifest. 

“Such .a time is when there is much 
murmuring against Him, and the tide 
of public opinion flows against Him and 
His teaching. Such a time is when He 
tries to lead them away from outward 
forms and visible signs Into the deeper 
things of spirituality, and attach them 
to things invisible but eternal. Such 
testing times are periods of great anxi- 
ety and solemnity to all concerned. Some 
go away. They do not have the root of 
the matter in them. The crisis comes 
when they must take different ground, 
and they decide to go back. 

“In going back they lost all they have 
gained, and take position with His ene- 
mies. They go away from Hfe and light 
and wander on further and further in 
darkness through time and eternity. 

“But some abide under the trial and 
are drawn closer and closer to Christ, re- 
ceiving more of His glory, and are led to 
deeper joys and richer experience. 

“Such a testing time is on the church 
today. Rationalism and materialism are 
drawing many away. Will ye also go 
away? Nay, rather abide with Him to the 
end and receive a disciple’s reward.”

Rev. G. B. Strickler, of Richmond, Va., 
occupled the pulpit of the Central Pres- 
byterian church at the morning service 
yesterday, delivering a doctrinal sermon 
on the Presbyterian faith of unusual 
strength and clarness. As a student of 
Presbyterlanism, Dr. Strickler is regard- 
ed as ranking second to none in the south- 
ern church, and his discourse on yester- 
day was of great interest to his hearers 
for that reason. He spoke from no text, 
but devoted himself to an explanation of 
those tentes that have from time to time 
been flercely attacked by men of other 
denominations, and even by Presbyte- 
rians of the northern church. 

Dr, Strickler discussed the theory of 
God’s sovereignty from the Calvinistic 
standpoint. His second topic was man’s 
free agency, and the discourse closed 
with an analysis of predestination. With- 
out refering in any nginner to Dr. Hillis 
or other dissenters from the orthodox 
faith, he sought to correct the wrong im- 
pressions as to the doctrines of the 
church. As expounded by Dr. Strick- 
ler, the faith of Calvin lost’ the 
prospect of abject misery and hopeless- 
ness with which many divines, recently, 
have sought to view it. 

Dr. Strickler will occupy the pulpit of 
the Central church again next Sunday 
morning before leaving to take up his 
charge once more in Richmond, Va. He 
is at present in Atlanta, his old home, 
on a vacation which will terminate on the 
return of Rev. Theron Rice, pastor of the 
Central church.

COLLEGE FRATERNITIES. 
AND THEIR IMPORTANCE 


though not yuite a hundred years 

old, has within the past few years 
sprung into great prominence. In. fact, 
nearly every college in the United States 
of importane? Is now the home of a local 
chapter of a society. In this article the 
writer endeavors to define the purpose 
ond objects to these associations as a 
whole. Aside from this, he gives their 
comparative standings tn their varions 
capacttics. However, do not expect all 
of these statements to be absolutely cor- 
rect, for all of the Greek letter brother- 
hcods being more or less secret, it is im- 
possible to be positively accurate in every 
detail. Nevertheless, the table which is 
given is the latest one, and the writer can 
vouch for its accuracy to a certain ex- 
tent, as the information gained was from 
members of each of the various commun- 
ities. We shall mainly discuss the prin- 
c'pal sodalities, or those which have a 
governing head and chapter tn more than 
cne college. 

Those mystic bodies occupy .a unique 
pcsition in our colleges, inasmuch as they 
maintain order, to a certain extent, with- 
out being directly connect2d with the gov- 
erning powers of the institution. There 
nas been much discussion of late con- 
cerning these organizations. Some rather 
rarrow-minded people have even gone 
¢O far as to state that they are positive- 
ly detrimental to the welfare of our uni- 
versities. Such statements as these are 
caused either by sheer ignorance, or un- 
warranted prejudices; for any one well 
versed in their doctrine would certainly 
know they are toward elevating the. mor- 
als and placing the student on a higher 
plane, rather than corrupting him and 
injuring the college. The only things the 


Tin American college fraternity, al- 


|} anti-fraternities maintain their opinions 


upon are: First, they say fraternities af- 
fect the morals; second, because they are 
secret, and secret organizations, they say, 
tend to promote discord; and third, they 
affect college politics. 

Mr. Baird; in his work on college fra- 
ternities, says that the anti-fraternitists 
are of three classes: First, those who are 
not members of them, and consequently 
not well versed in their doctrines: sec- 
ondly, college officers who think some 
evil defects exist due to the fraternity 


| 
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end. A student sometimes prefers a na- 
tional order to a sectional one, and vice 
versa, but no matter what his prefer- 
ence he will very rarely regret his 
choice, for he soon becomes too much 
involved in the welfare of his own broth- 
erhood to pay much attention to che 
rest, only in a general way. A large 
chapter and membership roll does not 
necessitate a superiority over a smaller 
chapter and membership roll, nor does !t 
tend to show that !t would be inferior, 
because there are many ways of judging 
Greek brotherhoods. However, the code 
of rules which one person would set 
forth by which to judge might not suit 
another; for instance, you might favor a 
small chapter and membership roll, and 
some one else might be partial to a larger 
one; you might prefer a sectional or- 
der, and he might favor a national one, 
so thus it is, we do not all agree as to 
marks of distinction, and fortunately 
there are fraternities for our different be- 
Hefs. There is one. point upon which 
we are all unanimous, and that is, a 
fraternity with an average number of 
strong chapters is supertor to a fraternity 
with an equal number of chapters, the 
majority of which are weak. 

The increase in fhe number of chapter 
houses, and also of the number of mem- 
bers in the last ten years has been mar- 
velous, most fraternities having gained 
anywhere from 100 to 365 per cent In 
membership—New York alone now being 
the home of thousands of Greek letter 
men. 

The pins are all more or less elaborate, 
some of them being gorgeous, costing 
hundreds of dollars. This is another point 
upon which the anti-fraternity men make 
a stand, they hold that these pins incur 
unnecessary expense upon the student. 
True, if a student fs inclined to be ex- 
travagant, and buys several costly pins. 
However, isn’t it better for him to squan- 
der his méney on these pins than to 
spend it on whisky and cigarettes? If a 
student is inclined to be a spendthrift, 
joining a secret organization will not in- 
crease his extravagance. It is very sel- 
dom that the owner of a pin gets to wear 
it for a great length of time, because he 
usually turns it over to some fascinating 
girl to ‘‘keep’’ for him. This is indeed a 
pretty custom, and there are sctisated tanta

system; and thirdly, those who havea 
never attended fraternity colleges 
thing them evil because they are so call- 
ed ‘“‘secret ‘societies.’’ Under the latter 
head might also be classed those who 
have attended, and have never been asked 
to join; and still worse, chose who have 
joined and have been expelled because 
they were unworthy of their beneficial 
influerces. 

In a few words it can be shown that 
these college men’s clans are good or- 
ganizations, and ere of great value to our 
colleges. Just because they are secret 
does not signify that they are evil... If 
that is the case, why is it that instead 
of existing for hundreds of years the Ma-, 
scns were not crushed to the wall in 
their infancy? The fraternities have their 
secret rituals and pins; the former 
which are very sacred and beautiful; the 
latter, proudly worn by the members, who 
are always ready to resent any slur cast 
vpon them. It is very seldom you find 
a Greek letter man who says the secrets 
are anything but pure and simple. Many 
of our college presidents are fraternity 
men, and are proud of the fact. Does 
this tend to show that they are detrimen- 
tal to colleges? Why is ity*that such 
men as Presidents Garfield, Harrison, 
Cleveland and McKinley are proud of 
their‘ being members of Greek letter or- 
ganizations? If they were harmful, do 
you think that these men would for an in- 
stant tolerate them, and cherish none 
but the tenderest feelings toward them? 

Mr. Maxwell, in his ‘“‘Greek Letter Men 
in New York,” defines the fraternity 
thus: “Our fraternity is néither a relig- 
ious body nor a political organization. It 
is neither a scheme for the relief of the 
poor nor a substitute for life insurance. 
It advocates no special creed, neither 
does it seek to influence legislation. I: 
does not deliver to its members homilies 
dealing with the effects of rags, neither 
does it ask them to support the families 
of their deceased brothers. It is not even 
a’ social organization in the accepted 
sense of that term. It is the most sim- 
ple, the most unobtrusive, the least 
ostentatious, and, when its purpose is 
properly carried out, the most beneficial 
order in my knowledge.’’ We can make 
no improvement on this definition. 

The American fraternities are origi- 
nal, there being nothing in any of the 
European colleges similar to them. The 
Germans have the Corps and Burchen- 
schaften, but they are only local. The 
former is composed of the wealthier 
class of students; the latter the more 
unpretentious. The English colleges have 
nothing which compare with our fratern- 
ities. 

These secret clans all more or Jess 
have great men numbered among their 
the fact of which they are 
proud, and are glad to mention the names 
in connection with the order. Space would 
not permit me to enumerate the names of 
all these famous men: but just to show 
what a great number there are, it will not 
be out of place to mention a few. Some 
of the prominent members of.Sigma Phi 
are Secretary of War Elihu Root, and 
late Secretary of Treasury Charles J. 
Folger; Delta Phi, Colonel Charles King 
and Colonel John Jacob Astor; Delta 
Upsilon, the late President Garfield and 
Secretary of War Redfield Proctor and 
Daniel S. Lamont; Chi Psi, Chief. Justice 
Fuller, of the United States supreme 
court, and the late Mr. Astor; Delta Kap- 
pa Epsilon, Secretary of the Navy John 
D. Long and Colonel Theodore Roose- 
velt; Theta Delta Chi, Hon. John Hay 
and Hon. Mellville Hanna; Phi Gamma 
Delta, General Lew Wallace and Ed- 
ward Eggleston; Phi Delta Theta, ex- 
President Harrison; Sigma Alpha Epsi- 


‘lon, President McKinley and Hon. Wil- 


liam Lyne Wilson, and Sigma Chi, ex- 
President Cleveland. This list does - not 
even approach a small fraction of the 
number of distinguished Greek letter men; 
however, it will tend to show that they 
are recognized as good organizations by 
our most prominent men. 

Some fraternities are much.larger than 
others, but they all work for the same

girls equally as enthusiastic as the men. 

The government of all the fraternities ts 
more or less similar. In some cases the 
control is left to a grand chapter, which 
transacts all the business of general im- 
portance, but more “frequently a counsel 
or head, consisting df three to eight men, 
takes the place of the grand chapter. This 
counsel sees that the local chapters pay 
their dues promptly, they also publish 
journals and magazines and in some in- 
Stances they are given the power of 
granting charters, Most of these organiza- 
tions prohibit their members from joining 
any other general Greek order. Howev- 
er, most all general fraternities allow 
their members to join professional Greek 
societies. The surplus money left over 
after paying the grand officers and oth- 
er general expenses is usually invested in 
stocks and bonds. All have more or less 
surplus funds, which, of course, in most 
instances are growing larger each year. 
The constitution and by-laws are very 
important: the most perfect constitution 
and by-laws now belong to Delta Tau 
Delta, Beta Theta Pi, Phi Delta Theta 
and Sigma Alpha Epsilon.. 

The chapter house problem {fs one that 
has provoked much discussion. Each fra- 
ternifty has a number of them, but it is 
generally conceded that Delta Psi has the 
advantage in chapter houses. The stu- 
dents spare no expense in the furnishing 
of these houses, and some of them are 
exquisitely fitted out from attic to cellar. 
This branch of student life helps the in- 
stitution wonderfully. for without excep- 
tion drinking and gambling are prohibited 
in them; they also reduce the cost of 
board, as there is no profit to be gained 
from them. A matron is usually in charge 
and sees that the houses are conducted 
on homelike principles. The number of 
houses owned by the various fraternities 
is about 144, while over 220 are leased. 
Mr. Maxwell in his “Greek Letter Men of 
New York,’’ ‘says that the number of 
chapter houses and property owned by 
them aggregates not less than $2,500,000. 
Most of the active members are devotea 
to their orders, and they will think twice 
before doing anything in these Houses 
which will bring shame and sorrow upon 
the fraternity which they love and cher- 
ish. Southey says: ‘‘With what terms or 
respect Knaves and sots will speak of 
their own fraternity.” Without a doubt 
the chapter house problem is the most 
important one under discussion today. It 
is even more important than that of ex- 
pansion, for the preference is liable to De 
shown to the order which has a home for 
its members. A great many provisions are 
being made for chapter houses. Sigma 
Chi. for instance, has an endowmenr 
fund. This is 2 voluntary subscription 
fom the alumni, which draws interest for 
a certain number of years; this interest is 
used for the purpose of helping chapters 
erect houses. 

Local chapters have their own methods 
for erecting homes. For example, a 
chapter of a fraternity which I know has 
each graduating alumnus to pledge him- 
self to pay $5 a year for five years after 
graduation. How well this plan is suc- 
ceeding is demonstrated by the fact that 
this chapter bids fair in a short while 
to erect a house. 

Another prominent feature is the mag- 
azine. Nearly every society has a mag- 
azine, which seryes to keep the various 
chapters in touch with each other. This 
is usually a book or pamphlet published 
monthly or quarterly by, a member paid 
to ecit it. Besides this, there is some- 
times a secret bulletin for members, in 
which only items of vital importance are 
discussed. The secret publications now 
are those got out by Kappa Sigma, Kap- 
pa Alpha, Pi Kappa Alpha, Sigma Al- 
pha Epsilon, Sigma Chi, Phi Gamma Del- 
ta and Phi Delta Theta. 

Catalogues are also got out with the 
names and addresses of all the members. 
Some few are fortunate enough to have 
seng books which their musically inclined 
brothers have got out; all of these deserve 
great credit. Phi Delta Theta has what 
is thought to be the most complete song 
book, Mr. Baird, a member of Beta 
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Theta Pi. has published a book concern- 
‘ing all college Greek orders, and it is a 
most creditablé work. Mr. Maxwell has 
also got out a book on “Greek Letter 
Men in New York,” containing prints of 
many of the leading chapter houses and 
pins, together with the names of nearly 
every Greek man in New York. 

The alumni associations are also fast 
becoming important, most brotherhoods 
having several alumni chapters. Phi 
Delta Theta heads the list with thirty- 
eight, followed by Delta Kappa Epsilon 
with twenty-four. These associations, of 
alumni members are purely social organ- 
izations, by which means the alumni 
keep in touch with the active members. 
When run on the right principle they can 
be of great value in pledging men’ before 
leaving college. These associations are 
very numerous in New York, where their 
good influences are felt more than in any 
other city. Some of them are in the 
form of clubs, and have their own homes, 
in which many of the bachelor members 
reside. They usually have meetings every 
month or so, and two or three times a 
year they give banquets, which are great 
social enjoyments, 

There are a great many locals or class 
societies. which exist only in one college. 
The most important ones, however, are 


those which exist, as one chapter organ- |
